Status of the Application: after final. 

Applicants argued that the reference cited, Falletti, is not an appropriate ref because it 
has more than 51% free permeate space inside compared to a very narrow permeate 
space in the Applicants' invention, that it would not work for the intended purpose 
economically, that it is meant for separation of oil-water mixtures, and that the 
applicants were successful after a significant amount of development work and expense 
to successfully develop their invention. More over, Falletti ref also does not teach a co- 
axial membrane. Applicants also questioned the finality of the office action because the 
office action used new references for the rejection. Applicants enquired about the best 
course of action to respond to the final rejection. 

In response, examiner suggested an after-final amendment, with the caution that the 
office may not enter an amendment to the claims, which contain new issue requiring 
new consideration, in which case, an RCE may be in order. Examiner suggested to: (1 ) 
appropriately amend the claims to overcome the reference, (2) include the above 
arguments in the amendment and provide any evidence to support the arguments, and 
(3) request to reconsider the finality of the rejection with reasons, if the applicants 
thought the examiner was in error. 
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No agreement was reached.
